This year the election returns and ballot tabulations were | 
performed by thé Dallas Chapter of QCWA. We were voting to elect 
five (5) directors for two year terms and were voting for three 
minor amendments to.the QCWA Constitution. A total of 4,767 
ballots were cast. The returns, as officially tabulated by the 
tellers, are listed on page 3 of this HLR. QCWA wants to thank 
those who took part in the activity which was a pretty good 
sized.job before it.was completed.

As many of you know, we are attempting to add the chapter 
affiliation to each member in QCWA who is a Chapter member. The 
work consists of entering the Chapter number in the database. We 
are then able to provide the Chapter Secretary with up-to-date 
information at least once annually, on the membership status of 
all members of his chapter. To do the work, we need the.current 
Chapter directory so that we may enter the member affiliation. 

Our policy is to enter members in the Chapter first sending in the 
directory unless the member has already been. entered into the 
directory of another chapter. A member can only be listed as a 
member of one Chapter (his home chapter) even though he may belong 
to and support a number of chapters. If you haven't sent in your 
chapter directory, please do so at your earliest convenience so 
that we can get this work done. 


We are asking all members whose mailing labels do not show a 
first year of licensing, to send in information and proof of the 
first year so that it may be entered in the files too. This will 
permit issuance of Golden Awards and other special awards without 
re-submitting proof each time you request them. 


It might be well to advise all members that in the event that 
they are dissatisfied with some part of QCWA activities - write 
either to HQ or to a specific Officer and Director. If we're doing 
something. wrong and you want to know why, you'll get an answer-- 
if your arguments are sound, the matter will be changed. 


Chapters are asked to consider carefully and then to nominate 
worthy candidates for the special QCWA Awards. Send your nominations 
to Hugh Winter, W5HD for immediate consideration. a

The 
first submission was for activities during the year 1984, the second 
submission for activies during 1985. We will be sending a new form 
in the November, 1986 HLR to cover the period 1986. We would like 
to suggest that whenever you send material to HQ which changes the (ia 
names of officers, on-air schedules, etc., that you use one-of these 
forms for the purpose of making changes or additions, even though 
you may have filed the form earlier in the year. We file them and 
having an up-date from a chapter in mid-year is perfectly fine. If 
you do not have a form, please drop us a line, one will be coming 
immediately. You cannot believe the information we are getting from 
these, and the handy reference for phone numbers, etc. To, those 
chapters who are cooperationing, a great big thank you!
